For, Reader, except you and ] do 
thus repent, we ſhall both likewiſe deri, and 
draw down the juſt Judgment of God upon 
our Heads, which will not fail to overtake us 
ſooner or later, either in this, or the other 
World; whereof this unfortunate Perſon hath 
been lately made a ſad and deplorable 
Example. Wherefore let us grow wiſe 
| before it be too late, and take Warning by 
bother People's Calamities, thereby to prevent 
our own. But be ſure not to defer our Repen- 
dance too late, namely till the Sentence of 
Death is paſt upon us, in a natural or judicial 
Manner, either by the Phyſician, or by the 
Judge: for ſich a late Repentance is ſeldom _ 
true and ſincere, will never afford us any folid 
Ground of Hope or Comfort when we come 
to die, but will leave us in uncertain Doubts _ 
and Fears about our future State; which will 
rack and torment us worſe than the Agonies 5
